A careful look satisfied 


its that it was of the serpant species, 
it carryirg its head fully twenty-five 
above tbr water. A number of boats 
were aooi. launched and proceeded to 
the bay, the crews armed with such 
weapons as could ba got handy. 
Under the directions of Malcolm 
Nicholson, onr boatman, they headed 
tho monster, and some of the boats 
were witlin thirty yurds of it when it 
sudJonly sprang half length out of 
the water and made for the open. A 
random (ire from several volunteers 
with rif!i8 seemed to have no cffecl 
upon it. Under Mr. Nicholson's or- 
der;* tljfl boats now ranged across tha 
entrance of the bay, and by the 
screams r.nil shouts turned the mon- 
ster's course, and it headed dinctly 
for tlio ID oast wall of the Great West- 
ern Hotf'. Oae boat, containing Mr. 
Donald (ampbell, the Fiscal, had a 
most narrow escape, the animal actu- 
ally rubbing against it. Mr. Camp- 
bell and his brother jumped over- 
board, and were picked up unhurt by 
Mr. John D. Hardie, saddler, ia his 
small yacht, the Flying Scud.
